Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter. The instant application is directed to a non-obvious improvement over the 
inventions described in U.S. Patent Nos. 6,757,869 to Li et al., and 6,546,424 to Cucchiara, the 
improvement comprising a system and method for improving remote interaction between at least 
one computer and an electronic device, wherein, in the embodiments of claims 1 and 6, a 
computer communicates with a device emulation as presented by a computer-connected 
remoting system (CCRS), and the remote device communicates with the computer emulation as 
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presented by a device-connected remoting system (DCRS), wherein each of the computer and 
device emulations communicate with each other. The description of the CCRS and DCRS 
systems is detailed in Figure 7 and from page 9, lines 1 through page 11, line 10 of the 
Specification, wherein a local emulation of the controlling computer is provided to the remote 
device, and a local emulation of the remote device is provided to the controlling computer. 

In another embodiment of the present invention, claim 1 1 recites the handling of Time- 
Dependent and Non-Time Dependent responses for communicating between a computer 
emulation means and an electronic device, as described in the Specification on page 7,lines 9- 
16, and page 11, line 16 through page 12, line 3. The art of record, either individually or in 
combination, fails to teach, suggest, or render obvious the useful, concrete and tangible 
improvement of the remote interaction between at least one computer and an electronic 
device> having the corresponding structure which is disclosed in the specification and 
equivalents thereof at least at page 7, line 9 through page 12, line 20, and Figures 1-8. In view 
of the foregoing, the claims of the present application are found to be patentable over the prior 
art.
